1. Basic Plan CAPSTAN (originally AEGEAN), a joint OSO/OPC 
operation into the Lithuanisin SSR, expired 31 October 195l» An 
amendment to the basic plan known as CAPSTAN-AEONIAN, the purpose 

of which was to provide, instructors and facilities for CAPSTAN agents, 
expired 31 July 1952. Approval was granted 10 December 1952 for an 
interim extension of Pro lent CAPSTAN expiring 31 December 1952 with 
an authorization of C. , 3^ include salaries of agent personnel, 

maintenance of training sites, and travel of agents and instructors 
in the United States and abroad. SR is requesting authorization for 
the continuation of CAPSTAN, a joint Fl/PP/FM project, and. the former 
CAPSTAN-AEONIAN amendment, all to be included in one project, CAPSTAN. 

2. Hie FI purpose of this project is the collection of intelli- 
gence from within the Lithuanian SSR through -the develqiment of agent 
nets and the establishment of support points to assist penetration 
agents. 

3* The first mission into the target area was dispatched in 
the fall of 1950, the second in the spring of 1951, and the third 
(to be conducted jointly with the BIS) is planned for the spring of 
1953* ' Contact with one agent from the second mission is currently 
maintained.
